<logtroy his ontiro body-guard by enticing 
them to an island in the lake and leaving 
them to starve. The men of his guard, 
however, had been forewarned, and re 
fused- to enter the canoes at Mewanga's 
bidding, but inste.id roturnod to tho cai)i- 
tal and attacked iMe saiiga's house. Mow- 
anga tied in idarni and his brother, Kiowa, 
was proclaimed king b}' the tribe. Kiowa, 
however, gavo great oireiico by appointing 
Ohristians to tho (irincijial ullices in the 
kingdom. This enraged the Arabs, 
who murdered many of tho Christian 
ofiicors, forcing the king to replace 
t )ium with Mohamiiiedans. The 
Arabs then completed their work bj' 
burning tho English iind Froiicli miasimi 
stations and killing many of tho native 
converts. The missionaries who tied from 
Uganda, reached laainvio in safety. There 
they were sheltered, and at Msalula sta- 
tion, which is also safe, an accident hap- 
pened to the mission boat near Eleanor. 
Tho boat was overturned and sunk by a 
hippopotamus. Five French convert.-t 
were drowned and a iiunilier of letters fov 
Hiniii Bey i"nl lieiiiy iM. Stanley were 
destroyed. Mowanga is now a jirisoner 
at Mogu, from which place he has applied 
to the English missionaries for assistanco.

A Victoria Sloop Captured by the 
Wolcott, 



With Twelve Chinamen and Four Hnndred 
Pounds of Opinm on ISuaril— Lindsay luul 
Httll, Owners of the Vessel, Placed ou Trial 
—The Chinamen WUl be Betnrned to Vic- 
toria.

Port TowNSEND, Jan. 11. — The sloop 
Emei'iild, of Victoria, coniiiianded hy 
Benj. Lindsay and Frank Hall, w.. a cap- 
tured at 10 o'clock last night, in the out- 
let of Discovery Bay, wi;h fi,ar hundred 
pounds of opium and twelve contrab.ind 
Chinese, by special agent James McUulc, 
in the revenue cutter Wohott. Russell 
Olovor, commander of tho tlrop, had 
taken advantage of the stormy night to 
come across tho Straits, and was prepar- 
ing to land his cargo, when the cutter 
boro down on tho craft. A consideniblo 
number of packages ol opium n ovo thrown 
overboard by the smugglers before they 
were arrested. Each of the Chinese wore 
provided with Victoria certificates entitl- 
ing them to admission into lirirish C.il- 
umbia without paying the usual he.ul t:ix 
of fifty dollar,'! each. Tho smugglers 
iiiade no resistance lo the capture. 
Lindsay is well known here, whcio ho 
worked some years ago, until becoming 
engaged in a saloon broil and attemptecl 
to assassinate a bar-keeper, he skipped to 
foreigu soil. Tho sloop is strongly sus- 
pected of being steadily cngagi'il in tlio 
smuggling traflic botween British Colum- 
bia and Port Discovery for seviMal 
months, whore largo nuniliers of Chinese 
have boon illegally landed. Tho smug- 
glers aro on trial this afternoon. Their 
conviction is assured, and the Cliinanion 
will bo returned to Victoria. The cap- 
tain of the sloop was to get $20 per China- 
man, and 93,000 for the opium when all 
were landed safely on American soil.

One would think, to 
hear some of the critics, that the. mem 
bers of the Government plunged tho 
country in debt merely to enrich " them 
selves, that the money went into their 
pockets instead of beini; espended for the 
benodt of the whole peo[)lc. Canada lias, 
it is true, a large debt in proportion to ita 
revenue and its population, but it has a 
great deal tu alic;u' for tliab debt. Some 
of the iiiiiiiey l}iirro\ved for the use of th 
people iif Canada produces a direct rcliurn, 
but a gre.it portion of it ha.s been expend- 
ed on works which were absolutely iieceS' 
S'lry for the development of the country 
and have benefitted it incalcalably, but 
which do not yield any direct 
return in dollars and cents. The 
gross debt of the Dominion 
at tho end of tho last li.teal ye.ir was 
S28-l,5i3,811 ; tho not debt wan .?L','!4,r);jl, 
:;r>H. Of this .sum .?ri.'),UO0,()0O in round 
liuinbeis have been expended on canals, 
anil exclusive I if the O.I'-'.il., sijiue ?.")0,- 
UUU.IXIO .111 lailuays. The Intercolonial 
alone, which according to tho tornis of 
Conftideratioii, the Federal Govern inont 
was bound to build, coat §32,800,000, 
Then there was expended on the Canadiai

A very large proportiou of the gross debt 
is composed uf thesa assumed provincial 
debts. They amount in all to $10(3,463, 
033. Those are the items which make up 
the debt of the Dominion. Canals, rail 
ways, public works and provincial debts 
It may be true that aome of the expendi- 
ture has been iiijudieintia. No govern- 
ment ever yet foriiiod was infallible, but 
a little relleetioM will show tlio reader that 
whether the expenditure was wise or uii- 
w i^■.e it was made for the beiielit of the 

1) eii|)le of the whole Dominion. Wo do 
not think that there are many unnecessary 
public works in Canada. There is not 
a province, hardly a county that 
is not asking for the expenditure of more 
public money within its bounds. The 
people of this provnice believe that scant 
justice lias boon done to them in the ap- 
poriiDiiiiient of public money, and the 
]}■ iple of all tlu! otliur provinces are pretty 
iiuir;i i.i' 'lie .same opinion with regard to 
th-,ir p:.rt Canada. If the CJuverniiieiit 
had ■,i:iiil-d all the applications that had 
been made Lo it, the iniblic debt would 
have been much larger than it is, and we 
do not think tliat any province or hicality 
is willing to admit that it has asked for 
what was unnecessary or what it would 
have been wrong for the Government to 
grant. Tho debt of Canada is heavy, but, 
after all, not nearly so heavy us that (jf 
some of the ulher colonies, and it 1ms 
ipiile na niueli to show for ita national 
drill as .any country under the ami. This 
is well Uuowii aln-oail, for tho credit of 
Ciuada has, in the face of its steadily iii- 
creiiBing debt, been getting bettor and 
bettor in tho Bdtisk money markot. It 
can borrow money now ou aa favorable 
terms as any of the oolonlos, and as aoon- 
setjuonce of this, the interoBti on the 
national debt has not inoreased in pro- 
portion to its amount. 

SINGULAR INSBN8IB1L1TY. 

The Times is wrong when it says that 
we hold Mayor Grant responsible for tho 
acts of tho lato city troasuror. Wo do 
not hold him rospoiisiblo for that odiciarn 
acta, we hnld him roaponaibiu for hia own 
oflicial conduct. It wna his duly, as wo 
slioived ill ycsl onlay's hsaue, to inapeet 

tlir I Iiicl of all Kiibiirilitiate olticei'a. 

lie did not inapeet tho conduct of tho lato 
U'OMUi'cr, Nob only did ho not inspect 



that official's conduct, but he dlcl'wKat 
he could to diacourago and ob- 
struct those who required an inspection 
to bo mido. It is well known that, both 
aa councillor and mnj'or, ho opposed a 
special audit. Evon after ho was shown 
tho falsified booka, he neglected to in- 
apeet tho conduct of tho treasurer, who 
falsiliod them. More than that, ho con- 
tinued to live in intimate and friendly rela- 
tions with the man who, if he was, not 
densely stupid or wilfully blind,, he must 
have knpTO.Tfas ^defrftuding the city. la 
there any business man in Victoria who, 
if ho were shown books that bore on their 
face the clearest ovidonco of having been 
cooked and falsified, would have continu- 
ed to trust tho man who had committed 
Iho crime ? Yet, it ia known that for 
moiitliH after Mayor (b-aiit hiul 
aooii the books that had been tampered 
with, and after he'had been shown where 
and how they had' heen cooked, ho not 
only allowed the treasurer to remain in 
ollice but acted iu all respects aa if ho held 
him in the' highest esteem. Tho tlihig 
would bo incredible if the proofs were not 
so numerous and so convincing that it 
would he ioWy to luelond to ignore them. 
How would any merchant in thia city act 
if ho were shown in the hook.s of hia cou- 
lideutial uccouiilaiil false entries and in- 
correct addings? Would he hob-nob with 
that accountant aiul go to tho theatre with 
him and treat him in every respect as if he 
believed him to be an honest man? He 
would do nothing of the kind. fie 
would instantly call that bookkeeper 
to an account and if ho did not give a 
clear and satisfactory explanatimi of the 
auspicious entries and alterations he would 
plaee him in charge of . an otlicer of justice. 
Yet the man who acted with Treaaurer 
liussell as no buaiuesa man or faithful 
ni;ont would have acted, ba.s the audacity 
to aak the ratepayers whoso interests he 
trilled with in a manner so inexplicable 
and so inexcusable to place him again in 
position of trust. It may be that Mr.Grnnt 
thinks lightly of ofBcial responsibilities 
and moral obligations. It may be that if 
he finds a man ti gimd fellow, ready to 
spend his own money nr other people's in 
treating hia frieiuls, he considers it 
shabby to enquire too cloaely into the way 
ill which he perforiiieil his otheial diitiea, 
and tli.at he believes a very large pro[)or- 
tioii of the rateiiayors of the city entertain 
tho same views with regard to the way in 
which civic officials should perform their 
duties and their qualifications for office. 
On no other theory can we understand 
his own treatment of Mr. Buasoll after 
he had been shown his falsified books, 
and his now coming forward for re-elec- 
tion after having so grossly and so flag- 
rantly neglected hia duty. 

A SUCCKSSFUL EXPERI5rEi>T. 

That gifted philiintlirojiliist. Mux .\dler, 
liaa established in Sew York a nunibi^r of 
selioola for the ehildreu of tho .lews of 
tliat city, in which tho use of tools ia 
taught. Thoy have been in operation for 
about eight years. There has, therefore, 
been time to observe how the system of 
combined manual and intellectual train- 
ing works. Ho was interviewed Ijy a 
New York Herald reporter a few d.iys 
ago, and thia is his testimony to the efU 
ciency of tho syitoni : " Manual train- 
ing," lie said, " ia beneficial to the atu- 
(lent in varimis ways. In the liral place, 
tlio alternation of hand work and brain 
work is refreshing and stimulating to the 
mind. If the exercises of the shoji are 
interspersed with those of the class-room 
tho children will return more cheerfully 
to their studies after an hour of maimal 
work at the bench or modelling. This is 
on tho ])riiiciple that change of occupation 
i-i ahniist as benelicial as absolute rest. 
The only safeguard, therelere, in intro- 
ducing thi.s .syatom ia that the houra iiiuat 
lie ao apportioned that the exercises shall 
alternate with the work of tho closs- 
rooin." 

The Profesaor went on to 8*y ; "About 
tho moral advantages of shop work it is 
almost needless to speak, for they are 
obvious. The dignity of labor is im- 
pressed on pupils in the shop. Thoy 
1 iarn patience, perseverance, mutual co- 
operatiiiii anil willing aubordinatinn to 
superior authnrit}*. " 

( )ne adv.antage iif thia system ia that it 
relieves tho aehnol roiiin of dulhiesa and 
makes it attractive to scdiool children of 
all ages and eviiry degreo of ca]iaeity, 
I'rofesaer Adler said : "The shopwork has 
been so attractive to the pupils that it has 
nivon us a new means of punishment, 
Pupils who have tintnagresaed the rules 
lire occasionally refused permission to take 
jiat-t in the exercises of the shop. This 
has proved a now deterrent from evil- 
doing. Moreover, they ;iro ao mueli en- 
L,'rosaed in tho work that tliey have often 
begged permission to work overtinie, and 
.loinetiniea they relurii iu tin; evening to 
liiii.'ili sonio tasks in which they arc ape- 
rially interested. '' 

I he teaching i.s general. The boys and 
','irlharo merely laiight tc i uscM heir h imls ; 
they are not taught any part icul.ir trade, 
• 111 thia point the Professor said : "I am 
thoroughly opposed to trade-teaching or 
handicraft in the way of utility. It ia aa 
an educational institution that it should 
liavo distinct odiicatifinal advantages. 
With ua even cooking haa been connected 
with practical chemistry." 

The manual training .system baa been 
adopted in some <jf the public achools of 
,Vew Yolk with the best resulta. An ob- 
jection has been raised that tho children 
would be deprived of some necessary 
raontal atudiei for fche.sake of having their 
hands or'eyes educated. In answer to 
lihif, Comiriissioher Holt said: "If wo 
drove out grammar, arithmetic or any 
other study, aueb critieiam would bo just. 
But wo do not. IManual training is intro- 
duced to give more life to tho mental 
Indniiig of the eliild," A hidy principal 
of one of lliii achools aaya: '-.Sineu the 
iidoiiLion of tho miinual truining eoui ae iu 
this department I have obsei ved on the 
part of the pupils iuoroaaod mental activ- 
ity and.a more pIoaBed interest in all thoir 
studies." ' Thl« was to bo expected. The 
porpotual grind that goes on in : sohooli as 
thoy are ordinarily conducted,' {s not oon- 
ducivo to mental activity or to intellec- 
tual growth. Moiiolmiy and inind-atnll'- 
ing are tho principal evils of tho jirosont 
sjrateiu nud tlwtit very often prQdu««B 



such disappointing results ia not by any 
means surprising. How many promising 
students turn out to bo mediocre men and 
and women, if they do not prove to bo 
actually stupid and unimprovable. Those 
who grieve over them may not suspect 
that their ininda were dwarfed and blunt- 
ed when thoy were Ijoing "educated." 
But atraiigo as it may appear, this is often 
tho case. Tho whole system of education 
needs reforming, and nmnual 'training is 
a long step in the' nght direction. . ; , 

The Timat adirii^, that the 'system of 
accounts when Mr. Grant became Mayor 

was wretched, and that thero had been 
numerous defalcations. If this was the 
eaao why did not Mr. fJrant set about ru- 
forming thia wretched Hyateui, and why 
did ho not exert himself to bring the de- 
faulters to justice. If he had been an ef- 
licient Mayor he would have boi<un thia 
work w ithout an hour's unnecessary delay. 
But ho not only did not attempt the re- 
form, but he vigorously opposed those who 
saw that the system was wretched and 
wanted to replace it by a better one. Our 
contemporary finds fault with us for not 
iitt.icking tho finance comuiiltee. It 
knows that whatever was done toward.s 
reform and discovery waa done by the 
tiniince committee in apito of Maycn- 
(iraiit'a opposition. It will not do ;it 
tliis time of day for Mayor Craut to at- 
tempt to throw the blame of hia neglect 
and oarelessneBS on the shoulders of the 
finance committee. Aa the head of the 
corporation, it was Mayor Grant's busi- 
iieaa to see that the treasurer, as well as 
the other anbordiiiatea, did his duly. He 
tlid not do it. He did something very 
like the oppoaite, and in this sense he is 
responsible for tho lato treasurer's acta.

AVnKHKAa it is provided by law that the 
iioiiiiiiatioii for .Mayor and Aldermon ahall ba 
held on tbo second -Monday in January of each 
year, from 12 in. lo 'J p. ni.. and llio pollluK, if 
any, on Iho Thursday followinR from 10 a. m. to 
I p. III.; and it is further providod, that tho 
Council sliall, in tlio month of 'Oecomboriu each 
y oar, appoint a XtoturiiimtOfUcor, and shall also 
namo tho polUng'plaocs'and oUiorWito nrrango 
for tho holdlnfir of tho oominK oloction; mid It Is 
further provided.

It is said that the 'Oieg^lr '-Im- 
provonient Company was to run its twelve 
steaiiievs, and Goodall, Perkins & Co. the 
live stoaniors named. 

Captain Charles Goodall was seen at his 
oIlicB to-day, and admitted that a change 
ill Llio agency of the Pacific Coast Steaiii- 
ship Company is probable in the near fu- 
ture, as the contract made by Henry Vil- 
lard with Goodall, Perkins & Co.*, some 
years ago, will soon oxinre. From what 
(iiiodall said, it seems that Vlllard is anx- 
ious to have tho company once more 
under his control. Goodall said 
that atatonients relative to the 
running of an opjiosition lino of 
steaiiiors by liis linn are unfounded, 
and that tlio ateainers all belong to the 
Oregon Improvement Company, including 
tliose iiaiiied, Goodall Perkins «& Co., be- 
ing Hilly agents.

A PHANTOM TRAIN. 

.SIruliK" .SpeetaeUi .Seen In tlie Kurellod 
Air of tlitt ICIack Hills. 

Jly eomiianioii then spoke eoncerning our 
missiiiii lo this bleak and barren sjiot, says 
a v.-i'iler in the l.eadville (Col.) lhi;M in 
ciiiir.si.' of a description of the lonely huid- 
seape of the Cenleiiiiial Hlate. ".Mimil. 
twelve years ago,'' he said, "an old man by 
the iianie of Cearnals was the prupi ietur of 
a jack'lraiu with which lie used to bring 
provisions and other comniodities into that 
niinmg camp you see beneath you llieri!. 
This was befoi'e the railroads entered t he 
fastnesses of tlieao mountains, and every 
lldiig was brought by mulo teams or by 
these ja(!k trains into the camp. The treas- 
ures which were found in the hill»,were 
curried out the same way. 

"One time lite old man Ccarnals did not 
arrive in the camp on lime. 'Twas in the 
will tor— and. tho coldest one, too, over ex- 
cMijierienccd in these bills. A searching 
liarty was seutoutto find him and his train, 
ab t lie people who hod goods consiprned to 
him fciu-cd that some accident had befallen 
lii 111. Near where we are now is whore he and 
hi.s train were found frozen to death. Aud 
now each night maj' be seen the jack train 
just as t liey wore, butinthe form of specters, 
fduig uioiig the way to the camp. Get out 
and -wo will go dotvn the trail a piece and see 
them." Wo got out of tho buggy, and 
fastening the horse to a stunted pine, we de- 
scended the other side of tho range on the 
road to Alma. After a most perilous and 
tortuous walk of half an hour, on account of 
the sliiijiery condiliou of the gi-t^und, 
which was ('overed with snow, my 
coni))a!iii)ii led mo to a point near 
the old L(\idville trail, which could 
be distinclly seen above us against the side 
of the mountain, l.ooking at his watch, he 
I'eiiiai'ki'd that il waa almost lime for 'them' 
to iii)]icar. After kicking the snow from a 
couiili; of bowldei's we sal down and in si- 
li'iiee awaited developniinits. My compan- 
ion would not say a word, but simply [luffed 
away nl a cigar, his looks being Ciist in the 
dii eclion of the trail. "We wailed half an 
hour, but it seemed a week to me, a cold 
wind liavmg arisen, and I wasalniosl frozen 
and was wishing myself at home.

■iide of the hill. They were loaded with 
il iTe rent articles of merchandise, and the 
a ' t one which the spectral driver was urg- 
ing on with his short goad seemed to bo 
loaded with flour.

.'hi icction with his assertion that with lit- 
ti.' fiirlhcr ald from the other banks in the 
lii \- the Metroi)olitan might have been saved. 
Hi! said : 

" I have a brother connected with a bank 
in Leavenworth, Kan. There are two banks 
there, and the rival to that of m.y broth'.'i' 
was in a slinky condition. The president 
came lo Jlall and told him tlii! circiiiii- 
iliiiici's, and that if tliore was a run the 
bank would be unable to stand it. Malt told 
l.im to keep a stiff upper lip, for ho knew 
; hat tho failure of tho other bank meant tho 
iailuro of his own. He jumped on tho train, 
v.eiit to Kansas City, got 140,000 In cohx— 
gold and silver— in barrels, rati book to 
Lcavonworth with the, specie, and got half 
a dozen drays to the depot to teko the 
barrels to the hank. Meantime tho 
ei nwd of depositors bad- begun- to gather 
ill I ho bank, demanding their money, and 
lhe old man was talking to, them to gain 
1 ime. All at once they saw ihe drays com- 
ing up, loaded do'wn 'with these barrels. 
M at t was with the treasure, and shouted to 
the crowd to wait about' five minutes and 
1 hcy'ii gel thehr moneyi as it -was there in 

the biii'i'els. 

" In unloading tho barrels, one of them 
dropped and broke, so that, through a 
erack, the anxious depositors coulil see the 
shilling gold, and, as il rolled up tho steps 
of the bank, f,")-gold pieces kept droiniing 
o,il, and were picked up by the janitor. 
When Hie coin was all rolled in, Mali came 
out iigiiiii aiiit lold all who had moiic.v there 
111 (.'■o 111 ami gel il, as the bank i)riipn.;e,l to 
pi.y tliein all off and slarl fresh, and diilii l 
v.'iiiil such il cowardly lot of depositors any 
wiiy. All the lime he was piling on tlio in- 
iii;'.'iatiiiii he didn't want to he talten at, his

Imiiil. ainiiiist >'.III,(X)0 of deposits iiiaili^. lie

^-imrtago of 5^111,0(10. However, the game 
\,'oi-lce,l. The iieopli! were reassured b.y 
the sight of the bari'ols of coin and wciil 
away satislicd. The run was averted and 
the bank pulled through all right."

Reach, an eastern authority on base- 
ball, believea the only way to bring about 
more batting is to handicai) tho pitchers 
with a ball thoy cannot curve or command 
as well as the present one. It ia a well- 
known fact that the pitchers can curve a 
ball with a rough seam better than one 
with a smooth edge. By gripping tho 
h,ill tightly with tho front of hia fingers 
and imbedding their nails into tho aeiim 
they can put more of a twiat to it and con 
acijiiently there will bo a shoot or curve 
to the ball. Mr. Reach does not believe 
tho pitchers can put much of a twist to 
tho now soanilusB ball which ho has in- 
vented, and which will probably be given 
a trial by tho Association in the spring 
games. It is the opinion of all who have 
seen it that tho new ball cannot well b 
curved, and if this [iroves to be the cas 
thero will be lota of batting when tho 
pitchers are forced to throw straight balls 
over the plate.

CRICKET — ST. Paul's school, ksquimalt, 

Tho record of this club in 1888 is an ox- 
coptionally good one for a first season; 
showing, as it doea, live victorioa and a 
tie, against ono defeat. Tho successes 
were against Corrig school (boys' match), 
"C" Battery (2),_ H.M.S. Wild Swan and 
H.M.S. Caroline. Tho tio match, with 
an eleven captained by Mr. Drake, was 
discontinued as to the second innings on 
even terms, and tho single defeat at tho 
hands of the Wild Swan, was by 4 wick- 
ets. Tho winners in tho last named 
match continued their innings beyond the 
game |)ropcr and scored i;i5 — tho only in- 
stance in which a century waa made 
against the club. On tho other band, .St. 
I'aul's surpassed tho hundred six times 
out of twelve, the longest score being ii 
the second innings against H.M.S. Caro 
line when the total reached 160 with < 
wickets to fall. 

The batting was unusually good for an 
cloven coinpiising ao muny youngstera, 
hardly any of whom had ever before han- 
dled a bat. Mr. U. Fiennes-Clniton'a 
average is an excellent one and his batting 
throughout the season was marked by 
sound cricket and wonderfully consistent 
scoring — 31 being his least in a match. 
.Mr. Campbell ala.i waa useful, the tirst 
,\ ickut ufluii ;)iittiiig in over fifty runs; 
while tho batting ot Rliodea and Fisher 
was also offective. Howard and Miller 
were occasionally useful, and McLeodaiut 
tho Wards frequently exhibited remark- 
able defence — the style of tho last two 
being extremely good and their play most 
creditable to boys of their ago. Amonj,' 
the bowlers, ftlr. Campbell stands lirat 
with ,1 capital record, and performed the 
remarkable feat of bowlingeiitirely tiiroii^rh 
everyiiiniiings but ono. Tho umiorhand 
bowler's lignros arp also good in sjiito of 
one or two failures in the early matches, 
while nobody was really at all expensive. 
Tho fielding was the only weak spot. This 
is a most unu^iual circumstance in a school 
eleven, but is to bo accouutod for in two 
ways. First, the ])ractico ground of tho 
establishment is two wretchedly small for 
.anytliing to bo done there; and aocondly, 
the bowling of the two loading trundlors 
is of a kind requiring extra good fielding, 
such as can only be acquired in a long 
course of matches. At the finish of tho 
return match with "C" Battery, when tho 
artillerymen wore disjiosod of for twelve 
ruiia, tho fielding waa really good, and 
had the season been longer it would pro- 
bably havo continued to improve. Miller 
llelded well,Hnd Mr. Clinton's lung stopp- 
ing of his fast and erratic colleague, fre- 
quontly on execrable ground, was beyond 
all ])raiae. Rliodea would bo a good 
wicket kee])er if ho tried haraor. 

Tlie results of tho aoauon go to show 
that boys can best learn tho ganio where 
it is a complete novelt^y to them by play- 
ing with men in mixed elovona. In this 
case, whilo tho two old stagers did a largo 
share of the work, the p(n'formnncoa of 
their younger associates were distinctly 
creditable, and the combination was quite 
e()ual to the average of elevens in this 
jiart of tho world.

To THK Editoii: — Any stronger ovi- 
donoo of the practicability of a scheme 
having for its object tho construction of a 
line of railway connecting Eaiiuimalt and 
Victoria with tho northwest i'i'k Bute In- 
let, Cariboo and Yollowhead Pass, and 
forming with the Esqiiimalt and Nanaimo 
railway, a link in another and a nortbern 
traiiacontinental system, could hardly bo 
deaired, than tho vigorous oppoaition tho 
project haa produced from the organ of 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway Co. at Van- 
couver, the News-Advertuer. ■ . i 

Two long articloB.ione 'on' Sunday and 
ono yesterilay, wore devoted to this sub- 
ject; the lirat ridiculing the idea as absurd 
Liid pronouncing the sclionie impractic- 
ible; and the second exhorting tho legis- 
lature to refuse the iqiplication claiming 
that the scheme if "forced through tho 
house might enrich its originators." If 
the scheinu is impracticable, and tho 
charter if obtained, valueless, how in tho 
name of gootlneas can tho promoters bo- 
conio enriched shoulil tho bill meet with 
tho approval of tho legislature ? 

The very inconsistency of tho C.P.R. 
organ in its ai'gument against tho prospect 
is ovidence of its boliof in it; and it is not 
at all surprising tofinda journal published 
in tho intoreat of the Canadian Pacitic 
Railway Company opposing tooth und 
nail an^ undertaking which may procure 
for British Columbia and the Northwest a 
com]ieting lino of railway, which may also, 
to tho dotriiiiimt (jf Vancouver, luuko 
Victoria, and Esijuiiiialt with its aupurior 
harbor To milea nearer the I'acilic, tho 
terminus of another tranacontiiiontal road. 

The author of the articles in tho Nsivs- 
^</«t"r<i'sei' fully appreciates the position 
and realizes that if the projectors are suc- 
ceasful in procuring a liberal charter und 
grant from tho provincial legislature, an 
important stoj) will havo been taken to- 
wards aecuriii'.,' a coni]ietitor to the C. P. 
Railway for the Oriental and transconti- 
nental trade. Hois forced to this conclu- 
sion becauao ho is aware of throo very im- 
portant things. Firat, that the proposed 
nnito is tho one that was recommended 
by Mr. iMarcus Smith for our national 
highway, and which Mr. Smith still mnin- 
tains is the one that ahould have been se- 
lected; second, that the ( iraiid Trunk, Kod 
River vall.'y and Manitoba and North- 
wostorn railways will withii; a very short 
time be o[jorateil as one system from Port- 
land, Maine, antl Montreal, to Prince Al- 
bert, in the Northwest, one-half way 
acroaa tho continent; and that by conncct- 
ing.witli the i)rojected Buto Inlet road nt 
Yollowhcul Pass anotlior transcontinental 
aystem will bo completed, traversing a 
richer count ry, with oaaier grades, and 
one capable of being maintained 
at much lesa coat than tho Criina- 
dian Facilic is; third, that the Caiiaiiian 
Pacitic are oven now contemplating a 
change of route through the province, 
finding the one adopted too expensive to 
o])ernto. 

It ia to bo expected that any schome 
which has for its object the furthering of 
Victorian interests or tho development of 
the interior, and which does not materially 
bonolit the Canadian Pacific or Vancouver, 
will meet with vigorous opposition from 
tho Vancouvor Nuws-AdvertUer, but for- 
tunately for this jirovince the Canadian 
Pacilic railway company don't ovtii our 
legislature, and a largo majority of the 
niembera will Ini found iiupporting a mea- 
sure which will promote the interests of 
the country by developing the wealth of 
Cariboo, bringing tho Peace River and 
Chiliootin districts into close counnunion 
with the coast, and giving us a competitor 
to the Canadian Pacitic. F.
